HOOVER RECEIVES 
MANY MESSAGES 
OF COMMENDATION

Republican nominee does not look 
upon the Volstead act as “perfect ”. 
He feels there should be an im partial 
investigation of prohibition, its prob­ 
lems and abuses, methods of enforce­ 
ment and means of correcting abuses 
W hen the “facts” are learned, he is 
ready to have a new enforcem ent act 
placed on the statute books which will 
carry out the purpose of the 18th 
am endm ent—namely, the prohibition 
of the sale, m anufacture or transpor­ 
tation of intoxicating liquors. 
Should Investigate 
Hoover’s position can be sum m ar­ 
ized in these words: “If the Volstead 
act is not workable, we should have 
an investigation to learn how we can 
make it a success.” 
Hoover, in his speech Saturday, be­ 
lieved he cleared up all m isunder­ 
standing about his position cn prohi­ 
bition. 
He was said to feel there is 
no need of further discussion of the 
question by him. 
If he does speak 
on the subject again during the cam ­ 
paign, it will be only because the 
public has become confused about it 
and in th a t event Hoover will declare 
himself so dry as to leave no doubt 
in any m an’s mind. 
There 
was 
considerable 
turmoil 
here over the week-end about Hoov­ 
er’s prohibition stand, due to the ac­ 
tion of one of his advisers in giving 
out an unauthorized “wet" interpre­ 
tation of his speech. 
This self-ap­ 
pointed 
“spokesman” 
said 
Hoover 
really stood for liberalization of the 
Volstead act, much like Governor 
Smith, and had tried to so assert 
himself in the speech. W hen Hoover 
learned of this interpretation word 
was passed w it from his headquar­ 
ters th a t the “spokesman” had been 
perm anently silenced. 
Hoover's Attitude 
Hoover’s attitude toward prohibi­ 
tion can be understood if his career 
is studied. 
He was raised a Quaker 
and as a child was taught in th a t 
faith ’s rigid creed th a t drinking was 
a physical blight and a moral sin. As 
a youth, in m ining camps, he saw the 
vicious side of drunkenness and the 
saloon evil. He lost some of his m or­ 
al scruples against intoxicating liquors 
traveling about the world, but he wel­ 
comed the 18th am endment. 
He term ed it a “noble” social expe­ 
rim ent. 
Since its adoption he care­ 
fully avoided homes where liquor was 
served at the table in defiance of the 
law. 
His closest social friends in 
W ashington are known as “teetotal­ 
ers”. He is a passionate defender of 
the constitution and as 6uch has no 
respect for men who defy any portion 
of it. 
Thus far, Hoover is unprepared to 
say w hether or not prohibition is a 
success. He believes it is still an ex­ 
periment, and as such should have a 
fairer and longer test. 
At heart he 
mposes prohibitory legislation of all 
kinds, due to his Quaker training. He 
believes in social correction by per­ 
suasion and not by compulsion, but 
wants a better test of the dry law be­ 
fore he commits himself on the ques­ 
tion of its success as a “great social 
and economic experim ent”. 
The nominee received hundreds of 
congratulatory 
telegram s 
over 
the 
week-end. most of which specifically 
praised his stand on prohibition. 
Hoover will rest here until T hurs­ 
day nieht, when he begins his re­ 
turn trio to W ashington.

will

RULES OF MOTOR CODE

menace of the speeding motor bus on 
the highway oi Pennsylvania was hit 
in a statem ent issued today by S Ed­ 
ward Gable, of Lancaster, president 
o

“Speed in travel is essential in 
these busy days”, said Mr. Gable, “but 
highway safety is pre-em inent. 
The 
bus has its place c,n the road, but it 
m ust hold to that place and not over­

The men in charge 
of

trolley car as a means of overland 
transportation.

throughout the nation busses repre­

In Pennsylvania, 
as in other states, the bus has found 
wide public favor. 
But

widespread utilization of the bus as 
a means of travel comes the problem 
of highway safety, a problem th at us 


highway, as well as that of the bus 
passengers, must at all times be taken 
into consideration and excessive speed 
and reckless operation of busses 
in 
order to hold to schedule will not be 
tolerated in Pennsylvania. 
Captain 
William C. Price, head of the State 
Motor Patrol, served notice of this 
recently when he ordered his men to 
investigate the m any com plaints th at 
had come to him regarding alleged 
Violations by m any bus drivers of the 
State motor vehicle laws.

which was in the form of vapor and 
clouds rem ained above, the trem end­ 
ous 
downpour 
of 
rain, gradually 
ceased and the w ater th a t rem ained 
on the surface sought the lower levels 
forming the oceans, lakes and rivers. 
Thus the dry land appeared and be­ 
gan to germ inate and 
bring forth 
vegetation. 
But the vegetation of th at period 
was not such as we know' today. The 
E arth was still enwrapped in a dark 
m antle of clouds through which not 
a ray 
of sunlight penetrated. 
Pro­ 
fessor Lowell tells us th at this was the 
great wood-making 
period. 
The 
E arth 
was a vast hot-house. 
The 
dense envelop of 
clouds 
kept 
the 
Sun’s light and heat out and kept 
the E arth ’s heat in. 
It was an age 
of perpetual trophical summer w ith­ 
out seasons although the E arth ’s axial 
tilt, which causes the seasons, was 
the same then as now . 
The seasons 
came only with the clearing of 
the 
skies and the entrance of the Sun 
upon the scene. 
During this period, which is known 
as the Carboniferous Age, vegetation 
grew luxuriously and rank, 
but 
as 
there was no sunlight it was devoid i 
of color. The E arth was enshrouded < 
In twilight and vegetation absorbed 
none of the rays of light, consequent­ 
ly it was black or very dark. 
This 
vegetable growth consisted of what

W estern Pensylvania is being made by 
tam y engineers and Major J J. Bain 
district engineer of Pittsburgh, is pre­ 
paring a report on the survey which 
will be submitted to Major General 
Edgar Jadwin. chief of army en­ 
gineers when completed. 
Major General Jadwin has just re­ 
turned to W ashington from a trip 
through the Western Pensylvania dis- 
trisct and expressed satisfaction with 
the progress of the study. During his 
trip he visited some of the proposed 
sites for reservoirs which are to be 
utilized as a means of flood control 
on the Allegheny and 
Mononga­ 
hela rivers. 
The flood control studies which are 
being made under authority of an 
act of congress have considered the 
use of the proposed reservoirs as an 
aid to local flood control 
as well as 
their effect 
on the 
waters of the 
Mississippi. 
Incidential power that 
would be developed has also been 
considered. 
General Jadwin said he was im­ 
pressed with the improvements that 
he found in some of the 
reservoir 
sites. The surveys will consider costs 
and benefits and will show the money

Nearly Million 
For Elimination 
Of Grade Crossings 


State Commission Has Ordered 
Elimination Of Ten Grade 
Crossings In Year 


(From News Bureau State Capital) 
HARRISBURG, Aug. 13. — Grade 
crossing eliminations and the rebuild­ 
ing of bridges on State highway 
routes ordered this year by the Pub­ 
lic Service commission call for the ex­ 
penditure of $973,187. The commis­ 
sion has directed the elimination of 
ten grade crossings and the recon­ 
struction of seven bridges during the 
present year. Of the total estimated 
cost involved the commission has as­ 
sessed $376,834 against the Highway 
department. 
The most expensive project ordered 
by the commission was the elimina­ 
tion of a grade crossing on route 243 
In Beaver county. The estimated cost 
ot th at operation is $245,000. On that 
project a grade crossing over tracks 
of the Pennsylvania Railroad and the 
Steubenville, East Liverpool and Bea­ 
ver Valley Traction company is to be 
abolished by the construction of a 
bridge. 
Bids are expected to be opened late 
this m om th for the building of a 
bridge over Pennsylvania Railroad 
tracks and the Allegheny river on 
route 211, in Eldred, McKean county. 
The commission ordered the elimina­ 
tion of a grade crossing at that point. 
This work will cost about $150,000 
and when finished an existing county 
bridge over the river is to be aban­ 
doned. 
Another im portant highway im- 


provement ordered by the commission 
was the rebuilding of an undergrade 
j bridge on route 185 north of Tamaqua 
In Schuylkill county. That operation 
is estimated to cost $112,000. When 
finished the highway will be carried 
under the tracks of the Lehigh Val­ 
ley Railroad and the existing under­ 
grade which carries the highway be­ 
low the railroad is to be abandoned.

Inspection Of Corn Fields 
Shows Corn Borer Is Still 
Menace In Lawrence County 


Intensive survey of the corn fields 
cf Lawrence county by E. P. Wolf« 
slayer, Joseph Ryburn and Fred Bon- 
rell, inspectors of the Pennsylvania 
D epartm ent of Agriculture, at the di­ 
rection of Dr. C G Jordan secretary 
of Agriculture, to determ ine the ex­ 
tent of the ravages of the “corn bor­ 
e r” in this county this year, is not 
as reassuring as might have been hop­ 
ed for 
A survey of 114 farm:; in various 
sections of the county by these men. 
resulted in the corn borer being found 
on 63 of these farms. 
The fact that 
the corn borer is again on more than 
.fifty percent of the farms examined, 
would indicate that probable neces­ 
sity of again establishing a quaran­ 
tine in this county because of the 
presence cf the corn borer. 
According to these inspectors, who 
have now been transferred to W ash­ 
ington county. Pa., the northern sec­ 
tion of the county seems to have more 
Of a tendency to have the t orn borer, 
th a n the southern section, fewer in­ 
fected corn fie'ds being found, 
the 
farth er south the inspectors went. 
As nearly as possible, a corn field 
in every mile was inspected. 
Six 
townships were covered, with Pulaski 
township receiving the closest scrut­ 
iny by the inspectors. 
The result of the inspection in the 
several townships was as follows:— 
W ilmington township: 8 farms with 
and 11 farm s without corn borers; 
Pulaski township: 25 farm s with and 
6 farms without corn borers; Neshan- 
nock township; 9 farms with and six 
farm s without corn 
borers;
